By an overwhelming vote of 50 to 2 the full executive 
of the Edmonton Provincial Liberal Association decided to 
enter a candidate in the forthcoming by-election, at a meet- 


ing held at the 1.0.0.F. hall,

The general 
appeared to prevail prior to the 
vote was that since the holding 
of a by-election to fill the 
vacancy created by the death of 
BD. M. Duggan was imminent 
through the steps taken by the 
C.C.F. and the Independents, the 
Liberals had no alternative but 
to place a candidate in the field. 
The only opposition to the re- 


commendation of placing a candi- | 


date in the field came from two 
members, both of whom argued 
that J. F. Lymburn, K.C., Inde- 
pendent Party candidate, should be 
supported on the grounds that he 
was chosen by a party that co-oper- 
ated with the Liberals of Edmon- 
ton in the last general election. 


NO DATE SET 


The executive also voted that the | 
question of date of the Liberal} 


convention be left in abeyance 
pending announcement of the date 
of by-election by the provincial 
government. The same resolution 
instructed the executive committee 
to call the convention and make 
arrangements for it, as and when 
the election date was made known. 

Neil D. Maclean, K.C., president 
of the Edmonton Provincial Liberal 
Association, presided, and Charles 
H. Grant, K.C., acted as secretary. 


The president in his introduc- 
tory remarks explained that’ the 
meeting of the full executive was 
called after the association failed 
to receive notification from the 
Independent Party of their by-elec- 
tion plans. 

“Since we were not consulted 
on the matter, the executive con- 
sidered it was their duty to call 
a meeting of the full executive 
to receive the reaction of the Ed- 
monton Liberals on the by-elec- 
tion issue,” Mr. Maclean stated. 

Mr. Grant then read the follow- 
{ng recommendation that was 
formulated by the executive com- 
mittee at a special meeting they 
held earlier in the week: 

“The officers of the association 
had under consideration, at a meet- 
ing held on the 27th of July, the 
question of the advisability of run- 
ning a candidate in the by-election 
to be held in Edmonton in conse- 
quence of the death of D. M. Dug- 
gan, Esq., M.L.A., and the officers 
agreed that they should recom- 
mend to the executive that a con- 
vention be called for the purpose 
of the selection of a candidate. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 

“The officers further recommend 
that a finance committee be ap- 
pointed and that the personnel 
thereof be selected by the presi- 


dent.” 

Mr. Grant moved this recom- 
mendation and Duncan Innes 
seconded. The chairman then 


threw it open for discussion.

Italian Planes 
Raze 9 Towns. 
In Yugoslavia

LONDON, July 31.—(BUP)— 

Italian planes, in desperate 
terroristic attacks designed to put 
down Yugoslavian patriot resist- 
ance, have rained thousands of 
incendiaries on nine Bosnian 
towns including the villages of 
Gorni and Vakuf, according to, 
private advices received in Lon- 
don today. 

The towns, most of them cap- 
tured by the patriot army of Gen. 
Draja Mikhailo- 
vitch, burned for 
two days and 
hundreds were 
driven from their 
homes, the ad- 
vices said. 

These towns 
blasted and 
bombed from the 
air were in addi- 
tion to 16 which 

PARRIS Yugoslavian 
sources said were burned to the 
ground by Italian land forces in 
retaliation for continued patriot 
resistance. 

The Axis occupation forces re- 
portedly warned that every town 
liberated by Mikhailovitch’s pat- 
riots would be raided similarly and 
hostages taken and shot. 


GUERILLAS KEEP ON 


The bombings and burnings only 
caused “exasperation” among the 
Yugoslav population, according to 
the advices, and Mikhailovitch’'s 
raids continued. 

His guerilla army reportedly 
had captured Ploca, a port town 
on the Dalmatian coast, and raid- 
ed Selekhin, another port. Heavy 
fighting reportedly continued in 
the vicinity of Senj on the coast

CRITICISM O.K. 


St. Laurent Reluctant 
Toward Legalizing Real 


Communism In Canada 


OTTAWA, July 31—(CP)—Justice Minister St. Laur- 
ent said in the House of Commons today he would be ‘very 
reluctant” to recommend anything which could be inter- 
preted at legalizing “real communism” in Canada. 


He made his statement after 
C.C.F, members had asked 


whether he would implement the 
recommendation of a house of 
commons committee that the 
Communist party be removed 
from the list of illegal organiza- 
tions, 

The recommendations of the 
committee would receive careful 
consideration, the minister said. 

He said he wished it to be clear 
that no one was being detained 
because of political opinions only, 
but because that person's actions 
had been looked on as subversive. 


FINE DISTINCTION 
He held that “real communism” 


was illegal. But that term did not 
apply to every person to whom 
the label “communist” had been 
given. 


The minister said he was pre- 
pared to recommend the proposal 
of the committee that it be a 
defence to any prosecution for an 
offence against the regulations to 
prove that the person accused in- 
tended in good faith only to 
criticize or point out errors in 
connection with the conduct of 
the war, 

Previously it was a defence to 
show intent only to criticize the 
federal or provincial governments,

“The Japanese are already in 
position to attack whenever they 
choose,” said this source who 
declined to permit identification 
by name. 

Japanese engineers have used 
large numbers of Chinese prisoners 
to construct and develop road and 
rail communications with the pres- 
ent concentration areas, it was 
declared. 

“Like all aggressors, the Japan- 
ese can strike wherever they 
choose along a long frontier,” the 
source said, predicting that they 
would make at least three drives 
in the north in an attempt to isol- 
ate Vladivostok. 

“August and September are the 
best months for campaigning in| 
that area,” he said, “and the Jap- 
anese inactivity in all other spheres 
except the North Pacific indicates 
Siberia is their objective for the 
last half of 1942.” 


Ottawa Adopts 
New Policy To 
Finance War

OTTAWA, July 31.—A routine 

statement from the department of 
finance this week, attracting hard- 
ly any notice at the time, marked 
the point at which Canadian war 
finance policy turned towards in- 
flation as a measure by which to 
meet mounting war costs. 


For the man in the street, the 
new inflationary policy of meet- 
ing war costs is easily explained 
—the treasury has started to bor- 
row heavily on paper securities 
from the chartered banks. The 
first operation was for $75,000,- 
000 last Wednesday and further 


} 


operations will be carried out 
each week. : 
It is not known what limit the 


treasury has placed on prospective 
operations of this kind, but it is 
plain that inflationary bank bor- 
rowings of this kind will be car- 
ried to huntireds of millions at the 
present time. 

SELL PAPER 

The official announcement that 
arrangements had been completed 
for sale of Dominion deposit se- 
curities to chartered banks, said 
“these deposit securities will be 
sold at par to the chartered banks 
by the government from time to 
time, pending the next government 
public financing. The first issue 
will be for an amount of $75,000,- 
000 and will be dated July 29, 1942. 
The certificates will bear interest 
at the rate of % of 1 per cent per 
annum and will mature 26 weeks 
after issue date. 

It is the expectation that offer- 
ings will be made weekly for some 
time although on average for sub- 
stantially smaller amounts than 
for the present offering.” 

This is much more subtle in- 
flation than the proposal made 
recently by Arthur Slaght, K.C., 
Parry Sound, Liberal member, 
who urged the government to 
issue large sums of national cur- 
rency. As observers recognized

MOSCOW, July 31.—(AP) 
—Armored trains of the Red 
army rolled into the shell- 
torn steppes of the Don Bend 
today, bringing up fresh re- 
inforcements for the defend- 
ers who already had reported 
checking the German on- 
slaught west of Stalingrad. 

The new troops were rushed 
straightaway into the battle which 
has raged for a week in the great 
loop of the Don, front dispatches 
said. 

But while the Russians there were 
said to be holding the Nazi advance, 
even thrusting it back at some 
points, the situation below Rostov 
continued extremely grave, with 
the Germans admittedly still able 
to roll on at points south of the 
Don. 


GERMAN CLAIM 


(The German high command 
claimed that its forces had crossed 
the lower Don on a 150-mile front 
and that some of its spearheads 
were 112 miles south of the river, 
with the important railway station 
of Kuschevka captured by a Nazi 
division.) 

The Soviet armies along the 
Don were fighting under exhorta- 
tions of their leaders and the 
whole Soviet press to “die but 
don’t retreat” and to live up to 
the traditions set by Russia’s 
greatest warriors of the past, the 
latter a theme set yesterday by 
Joseph Stalin himself. 

Despite the intense pressure of 
large German forces hurled into 
the attack south of the Don, there 
were some indications that the on- 


| slaught was being slowed, and the 


feeling was expressed in Moscow 
that the situation was definitely 
brighter—at least for the moment.

“1, That the charges preferred 
against petitioners on which they

This branch of the city’s administra- | 
tion was created in the years of the great 
depression.

Saarbruecken followed Hamburg on 
the schedule of the western air offensive, 
and the heavy bombers of the R.A.F. visit- 
ed it in force Wednesday night. It is the 
second in the new ‘one by one” order of 
enemy war centres subjected to devastat- 
ing attack. 

The city lies in the Saar Basin, the 
heart of Germany’s coal and steel indus- 
try. The attack marked a diversion of the. 
blasting operations from areas in which 
munitions are produced to the chief source 
from which the factories obtain their 
most vital raw material, and fuel by which 
they operate. 

By name the Saar Basin is known to 
veaders all over the world because it was 
administered after the close of the form- 
er great war by an international commis- 
sion—as a guarantee that Germany would 
not rearm, and a means of collecting some 
reparations in kind to assist the restora- 
tion of France. 

The Basin nestles against the eastern 
border of Lorraine and the tipples, blast 
furnaces and steel mills dot a tract of 
seventy square miles. Among these the | 
bombers dropped their two-ton missiles, 
and showered incendiaries which left the 
city and surrounding industrial plants in 
flames, 

Considering the key position this dis- 
trict holds in the Nazi munitions set-up, 
its destruction could be as important as 
the defeat of a large mechanized army; 
and the blow dealt it undoubtedly went a 
long way toward its destruction. | 


Does It Matter? 


Traffic accidents in Alberta have 
dropped fifty per cent since the order 
was proclaimed making 40 miles an hour | 
the maximum speed at which a motor car 
may be driven on a street or highway in | 
Canada. Reports available from other 
provinces show a more or less correspond- 
ing decrease. 

There are of course somewhat fewer 
cars in use than before gasoline grew 
scarce and tires became irreplaceable, and 
most drivers are doing less driving than 
they did. On the other hand, town mo- 
torists show a tendency to keep to the 
pavements—where wear and tear on tires 
is less—and where traffic is most con- 
gested, thus increasing the accident lia- | 
bility, | 

Most people are aware, too, though 
they could not prove it in court, that the 
40-mile limit has not been observed by all 
drivers at all times, though the observ- 
ance generally has been good. 

Making allowance for these other fact- 
ors, there is no room for doubt that the 
slower driving and the fewer accidents 
stand in the relation of cause and effect. 
Fewer mishaps occur because the general 
pace is more moderate, and because speed- 
ing is rare and only indulged where the 
speedster thinks he is not likely to be 
caught, 

What does this mean, in plain Eng- 
lish? It means that in the past on Cana- 


dian streets and highways people have | 


been killed, people have been crippled, 
valuable automobiles have béen smashed 
to pieces, Just because some drivers want- 
ed—and were allowed—to serve their own 


convenienge or their own pleasure by driv- 


ing at rates of speed which put their cars | 
out of actual effective control. | 
Fifty per cent of these tragedies would | 
not have occurred if all motorists had | 
kept down to the 40 mile limit. That is | 
the inescapable conclusion from the halv- 
ing of the accident rate which followed the 
setting of that limit, even though the 
limit has not been invariably respected. 
This is somethine the members of the

When the base price for wheat was 
raised to 90 cents it was a foregone con- 
clusion that the millers would have to be 
paid a bonus to produce flour, or the ceil- 
ing price of flour would have to be rais- 
ed.

As a precaution against smallpox, arrangements 
have been made by the Board of Health of the 
Edmonton Health District to have medical officials 
Royal and Braithwaite meet every train three or 
four miles out and inspect the passengers on the 
way to the station. In case any passengers are 
found to be infected they will be detained at a 
distance from the station where hospital and quar- 
antine will be established. It is possible that in- 
gress from British Columbia will be prohibited 
until the disease has been brought under control 
there, The Mounted Police have furnished tents 
for hospital and quarantine use and will provide 
a force to give effect to the regulations of the 
board of health and the requirements of the health 
officer,

under control when a severe and sudden outbreak 
in Victoria caused a panic.

Hitler’s Road To Defeat

With every mile that Hitler's 
victorious armies penetrate further 
into Russia, they recede further 
from final victory. 
It is strange that this fact is so 
little realized by the people of the} 


democracies, It is stranger still | 
that Hitler is repeating, step by 
step, the fundamental error made 
by Ludendorff, although he should 
have a clear picture of Luden- 
dorff's defeat in his mind. 

During the World War there 
existed in Germany a very influ- 
ential military school that held 
tenaciously to the basic principle 
of the gifted chief of the German 
general staff, Graf Schlieffen, the 
maxim that Germany can achieve 
victory only in the west. 

In the World War, Schlieffen’s | 
strategy was cast aside for the 
first time when two German ar- 
mies were transported from the 
west to the east along with the 
new high command of this eastern 
army under the Generals Hinden- | 
burg and Ludendorff. Under their 
leadership these armies brought 
victory after victory in the east, | 
but in the meantime the decisive 
victory in the west had been gam- | 
bled away, and never was achieved. 

In vain, Ludendorff hoped to} 
end the war through victories in| 
Russia and Italy, in Palestine and 
iraq. All these victories only 
weakened the German army, and, 
the time sacrificed roused the, 
“sleeping giant,” America. 

When Ludendorff finally remem- | 
bered Schlieffen’s strategy in the 
spring and summer of 1918 and} 
tried to force a decision in the! 
west, it was too late and the col- 
lapse was inevitable. 

All this is repeating itself under | 
Hitler, without being consciously | 
appreciated by the peoples of the} 
warring countries, or by Hitler} 


himself. | 
Final Results 


The present successes in South 
Russia and North Africa portend! 
no more for the final results of this | 
war than did Ludendorff's victor- 
ies in Galicia and Turkey, no mat- 
ter how great these successes may | 
be and what local consequences | 
they may have 

These territories are only sec- 
ondary theatres of war, and vic- 
tory there—no matter how com-| 
prehensive—can never decide the 
issue of the war. 

The main theatre of war is Eng- 
land itself, and the lines of com- 
munication between England and 
America. 

As long as Hitler cannot win a 
decisive victory in both of these 
arenas, all his other successes will

Canada Restless Over Finance 


By B. T. RICHARDSON | 


OTTAWA.—As it developed re-| 
cently in the House of Commons, 
the main reply to "Br. Ilsley’s pro- 
test that the Slaght proposal to 
issue $1,200,000,000 - with which to 
meet war costs would mean infla- 
tion that could not be controlled, | 
centred on the contention that 
with price control and other war- | 
time economic controls in effect, | 
disturbance in the economic sys-| 
tem could be kept at a minimum. | 

This involves the basic question | 
whether or not one believes that 
rigid economic controls are to re-| 
main a part of the Canadian econ- 
omy or not after the war, Canada 
has proceeded far on the road 
of state controls. Many of the 
monetary and social reformers of 
the country are seeing seme of 
their dreams of the past come true, 
But they have also seen, along 
with such policies of central con- 
trol, the nature and effect upon 
the people of the bureaucracy re- 
quired to administer such policies. 

On the Slaght proposal, Mr. Me- 
Geer said: “So long as prices are 
controlled . . . the actual volume 
of money in circulation will not by 
iiself do any harm.” 

The core of truth here is that, if 
you batten down the civil popula- 
tion with the most rigid forms of 
regimentation, in other words by 
a comprehensive gestapo, you may 
be able to abandon the automatic 
features of economic policy and 
still avoid dislocation On this 
point, Mr, Slaght relied merely on 
his faith that the people would 
obey any lav | 

Rather indignantly he proclaim- | 
ed: “I have great faith in the cour- 
age, in the honor and in the desire | 
of the people of this country in the 
main to submit to every law that 
has been imposed upon them.” 
Since every disastrous inflation of 
the past has been accompanied by

Anyone who thinks, he 
added, that an issue of a billion 
dollars of new money can be 
effected without inflation, is simp- 
ly deluding himself. He said: “You 
can do only so much by bureau- 
cratic methods. 
so much by repression, by polic- 
ing.” 

But Mr. Ilsley made another 
that is worth noting care- 
fully. “We would have to keep it 
(the price ceiling) on for many, 
many years,” he said, “because we 
would never dare take it off.” 
Whether or not the Canadian peo- 
ple are going to burn the bridge 
that will permit a retreat from 
bureaucracy after the war, is cer- 
tainly one of the main issues of 
wartime policy in financial as in

U.S. housewives can help win the war right in their own kitchens by saving meat drippings, deep frying fats and other 
grease for conversion into soap and glycerine. Cans of kitchen grease turned in to meat dealers are collected and sent to 
a rendering plant where the fat undergoes numerous chemi cal treatments before emerging at a munitions plant as high- 
ly explosive nitroglycerine. Melted grease is poured into a cooker where it is boiled several hours to free foreign mater- 


ials, which settle at the bottom of the vat. The clear fluid is mixed with a powdered chemical and piped into a filter 

apparatus for its final bath, winding up as a water-clear liq uid. When the grease is mixed with a lye solution at one of 

the nation’s big soap factories, it separates into soap and glycerine. Mildred Mihalovic of Cleveland holds the results of 
this processing: a bar of soap and tubes of crude and refined glycerine, the base for many explosives.

Major Alexander P. de Seversky was born in Russia in 1894. Through his 
daring military exploits he became the leading Russian ace of the Naval Air 
Force and received all the honors that his native land could bestow. In 1918, 
as a result of his technical contributions to the progress of aviation, he was 
selected as a member of the Russian Naval Aviation Mission to the United 
States.

Reduction by 50 per cent of the pay, or freight-load, on 
all trucks travelling over Alberta highways will become ef- 
fective Saturday, Aug. 1 and will continue until further 
notice, it was announced Friday by Hon. W. A. Fallow,

Back On Duty 


Engineers of the public works 
department will observe’ the 
effect of the’ reduced loads on 
the highways and if further re- 
duction is necessary, then it will 
be put into effect. 
| The order is applicable to all 
highways. 

The enabling  order-in-council, 
said Mr. Fallow, states that on sur- 
faced highways, al trucks will have 
to possess a scale ticket showing 
the weight of the load being car- 
ried. 

Under the order the maximuin 
load permitted for the largest 
trucks will be 20,000 pounds. 

The pulling of two-wheeled trail- 
ers behind the truck is prohibited 
under the new order, 

“These regulations are being ‘put 
into effect after the most careful 
consideration and to preserve our 
highways,” said Mr. Fallow, 

“Our engineers will observe the 
results of the 50 per cent decrease 
in pay-loads and if the highways 
show any signs of disintegration, 
then we will be compelled to fur- 
ther reduce the loads.” 

Mr. Fallow pointed out that owing 
to war priorities and necessities, 
the volume of oil available for high- 
way maintenance, was greatly re- 
duced.
